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1 . The election of species requirement mailed November 4, 2005 has been 
misinterpreted. The election is not between either urethane modlified vinyl resin (A) or 
polymer dispersion (B), but a particular species of urethane modified vinyl resin (A) such 
as that exhibited in Production Example 1 and a certain type of polymer dispersion (B) 
as shown in Production Example 9. Each of the urethane modified vinyl resin (A) and 
polymer dispersion (B) is generic to myriad distinct species subject to burdensome 
searches in separate classifications. 

The reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election of a single 
species of both an urethane modified vinyl resin (A) and a polymer dispersion (B) to be 
examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

2. New claims 10-19 are supported by pages 3 and 12 of the specification. 

3. The specification on page 1 , line 4, after "March 13, 2001" should update the 
status of parent application no. 09/804,293 as being abandoned. 

4. Japanese Patent No. 50-121 38 discloses a dispersion stabilizing polymer 
prepared from dihydrodicylopentadienyl methacrylate (a species of vinyl monomer 
having an oxidatively polymerizable double bond according to page 13, line 2 of the 
specification), lauryl methacrylate and 2-hydroxyethyl methacrylate with an acrylic 
copolymer. 
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The election filed on December 1 , 2005 is not fully responsive to the election of 
species requirement because of the lack of selection of a particular species of urethane 
modified vinyl resin (A) and polymer dispersion (B). See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the 
above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within 
which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
